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ALBERTA DEFAULTS ISSUE 


EDMONTON, Nov. 4—Faced with 
a money shortage the Alberta govern- 
ment defaulted the principal of a 
$1,250,000 bond issue which was due 
today, Premier William Aberhart an- 
hounced over the week-end. Interest 
at 3 per cent will continue indefini- 
tely. 

Turned down by the federal gov- 
ernment and the Bank of Canada in 
efforts to borrow the money, the Al- 
berta Socail Credit premier said: “I 
don’t see anything else for us but to 
default I am sorry, but it is impos- 
sible for us to do otherwise.” 

At the same time the premier an- 
nounced the proclamation of legisla- 
tion validating an order-in-council 
passed in June which cut interest 
rates on Alberta bonds from an aver- 
age of 4.89 per cent to 2% per cent. 
Under this legislation the interest on 
the present bonds was cut from 6 to 
3 per cent. 

The proclamation was not a “com- 
lete answer,” Mr. Aberhart said, to 
protests of Alberta bondho'ders who 


a month ago submitted the province ; h 


could pay the higher interest rates 
without jeopardizing its solvency. 

Tne effect of the proclamation, he 
said, was to validate the order-in- 
council, to give a constitutiona] basis 
to the reduced interest rates, “But, 
of course, we could change it any 
time we like.”

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
H.G.L, Strange 


Canadian wheat is seldom used 
abroad as the main ingredient in mak- 
ing a loaf of bread. 

The European loaf generally is 
made from native wheats, Such bread 
is nutritious, of good flavour, but is 
not very palatable; the loaf is small 
and heavy and is not very attrac- 
tive nor appetizing. 

When, however, as little as fifteen 
per cent of “Manitoba” is mixed with 
native wheats an almost magical 
change takes place; the loaf now be- 
comes large, attractive, rather moist, 
of even silky texture with a crumb 
that is elastic and of a very light 
cream color; it has a nutty flavour, 
is palatable and also has a thin good 
golden-brown crust. 

European people like this improved 
bread when they can obtain it and 
when they can afford it. 

It is the inherent quality found in 
good Canadian varieties, and in a few 
other wheats called “strength” mean- 
ing quantity and quality of gluten 
that is capable of bringing about this 
decided improvement in the Europ- 
ean loaf, 

Canadian wheat today is the strong 
est™ wheat in commerce, This is the 
only reason why foreign millers re- 
quire it, It seems, therefore, that we 
must continually strive to maintain 
this superiorr “strength”, or “quality” 
in our wheat if the world is to contin- 
ue to “want” it. 

Wheat prices have been recent'y 
pushed up by the following influen 
ces,—Poor conditions persist in Aus- 
tralia, Fear of war in Europe con- 
tinues. Chinese cotton crop largest 
en record, giving increased purchas- 
ing power, Construction increasing in 
world, demanding more linseed oi] so 
more flax, hence probable decreaased 
wheat acreage.. Many countries low- 
ering tariffs permitting additional 
wheat imports. 

Prices have been pushed down by 
Latest statistics world wheat short- 
age less than previously estimated. 
Crop conditions in Argentina improy- 
ing. Exports of wheat occurring from 
unexpected countries, Japanese dry 
bean crop shows decided increase. 
European hog population five per cent 
increase over last year. European 
fruit crop expected to be larger than 
last year,
